OPINION 
EXPRESSED' CANADA 
WOULD S U F F E R FROM PRO­ 
POSED SCHEDULES

(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
Washington, July 5 .—Progress tow­ 
ard a Canadian-American agreement 
on the St. Lawrence waterway pro­ 
ject has been temporarily and 
per­ 
haps perm anently interrupted by the 
tariff situation here in the opinion of 
inflamed persons who discussed the 
problem today. 
Dislike for the 
proposed 
Hawley- 
Sinoot tariff schedules is 
increasing 
in Canada according to reliable infor­ 
mation received here. Insofar as they 
affect Canada, some of the schedules 
are considered unfriendly. In a re­ 
cent report of the Foreign Policy As­ 
sociation, the opinion was expressed 
that Canada would suffer most from 
tho proposed agricultural schedules. 
“Canada,” the report continue'*, 'is 
our best consumer. In 1927 we ex­ 
ported more than $840,000,000 worth of 
go*sis to Canada while we imported 
only $475,000,000 worth of Canadian 
products.

D u e to certain conditions over which a President has no con­ 
trol. it seems that the Northwest is in a fair way to lose a chance 
for representation on the new Federal Farm Board. 
One man, W. F. Schilling, of Northfield, president of the 
Twin City Milk Producers Association, was an avowed candidate 
and had the support of Oovernor Theodore Christianson, the 
town of Northfield, and many of the agricultural and dairying 
communities and interests of the state. 
W. S. Moscript, Lake Elmo dairyman and well known stock 
breeder, is secret a ry-t reasu re r of the same Milk Producers Asso­ 
ciation. He was no candidate, but lie was offered the post of Fed­ 
eral Farm Board director by President Hoover. 
Mr. Moscript considered the matter four days and then re­ 
fused to accept the federal post.
